FIERCE FIGHTING 


Harold King, Reuter’s special cor- 
respondent in Moscow, says that the 
fiercest fighting of all is now going 
on some 40.or 45 miles west of Kiev, 
where massed German tank and air 
forces, striking up the Zdivzh River 
valley, are trying to drive a wedge 
towards the Kiev-Zhitomir high- 
way, which crosses the river 
about thirty miles west of Kiev 
New reserves have arrived to add 
weight to the German attacks, but 
Vatutin’s troops are meeting them 
with every ounce of their strength, 
and taking an enormous toll of men, 
tanks and guns. 

The essential point is that in 
twelve days’ fighting the Germans 
have failed to break through the 
Soviet lines at any point, or to cut 
off or encircle any part of the Rus- 
sian forces. At the same time, the 
Russians have three times been 
forced to withdraw to new positions. 

The German gains on the southern 
flank of the Red Army’s Kiev salient 
are described by the Soviet commen- 
tator, Colonel Akomov, as “a partial 
tactical success.” The Germans, he 
says, have apparently aimed, not so 
much at capturing Zhitomir as at 
striking a blow to the north to cut 
the communications of Russian forces 
operating in the southern section of 
the Pripet Marshes. ‘‘ This they 
have failed to do. The temporary 
tactical gains they have scored can 
have no substantial effect on the 
situation over any considerable 
sector of the front.” 

The Soviet communiqué said that 
in the region of Kremenchug, Kiro- 
vograd (important railway centre), 
Anutrievka and other inhabited 
localities were captured; that 60 

laces were taken in the area ofthe 
sower Pripet, while positions were 
improved west of echitsa and 
north of Gomel.

CAPTURES 
MORE TOWNS 


TRIKING a five-mile deep 
S wedge into the Germans’

Except for a few patrols and 
reconnaissances by Allied fighters, 
all other aircraft were grounded 
yesterday by rain and cloud. Albania 
was the only region where good 


flying weather was encountered, and 


Spitfires made attacks on German 
military vehicles. 

Yesterday’s Allied communiqué 
stated that after a spell of bad 
weather light coastal craft of the 
Allied navies had again been active 
off the west coast of Italy. On 
Sunday night they sank a German 
lighter ladén with petrol in the 
neighbourhood of Leghorn.

T HE Dail last night agreed to the second reading of the Children’s 


During the debate some deputies urged that all social services 
should be amalgamated under a Ministry of Social Security. 
Others suggested that the 2s. 6d. weekly grants should be paid 
to mothers instead of fathers. 


These proposals were not accepted by Mr. Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, who, replying, said that m cases where the 
father and mother were both shown to be undesirable, arrangements 
could be made to pay the allowances to another responsible member 
of the family.

play their part. 


the Minister for Finance and that 
those would be new taxes imposed. 

The illustration was necessary to 
make deputies realise the magnitude 
of the’ problem that would face the 
Government when the bill was 
enacted. 

While there might be something 
to be said for reducing the qualifying 
age to 14 years and giving larger 
allowances, the Government haa only 
decided on the 16 years’ limit after 
careful study. They did not. propose 
to increase the age to 18. 

Mr. Lemass said that suggestions 
which had been made in newspapers 
that the Government was introduc- 
ing the bill reluctantly and merely 
because it appeared politically ex- 
pedient were without foundation. 
“We are’ standing over the bill as 
something in which we believe,” he 
concluded.

Soldier's Wife 


Men were trying to get out of 
the Army because of the low 
allowances paid to their dependants, 
said Alderman R. Corish (Labour) 
in the Dail yesterday supporting a 
motion calling for increases in the 
allowances. 

Mr. A. Byrne, jun. (Ind.), pro- 
posing the motion, said that the 
cost of living had increased by 
nearly 100 per cent. A soldier’s wife 
should receive a minimum of £2 10s. 
per week. 

In Dublin soldiers’ children were 
deprived of free school books on the 
ground that their fathers were work- 
ing for the State, said Mr. A, 
Byrne, sen. (Ind.), who seconded. 
He said the allowance for babies 
was only 3d. per day, while the 
bottle of milk cost 44$d., and the 
minimum price of children’s foot- 
wear was 14s, per pair. 


Mr. R. Connolly (Labour) said it 


was a curious commentary on 
capitalistic society that a soldier 
who took up the most, deadly occupa- 
tion was at the lowest level of the 
wage scale. 

Mr. J. Larkin, jun. (Labour), said 
that the families and aependants 
of soldiers were living in conditions 
which were a disgrace to the people 
responsible. They lacked food and 
clothing and had difficulties in pay- 
ing their rents. The expenditure 
could be met by borrowing. 

Progress was reported.

an Admiral of the Fleet and the 
Queen was in a black dress and long 
black coat, relieved by: a three-tier 
necklace of pearls, a diamond 
ornamentation in her b hat and 
another on the left lapel of her 
coat. The King said :— 

“In the fourth year of war the 
forces of the United Nations assumed 
the offensive in all theatres of war. 
The enemy has been cast out of 
Africa, freedom has been brought 
to Sicily, Sardinia and Corsica, and 
in Italy my forces. and those of my 
American ally are now engaging the 
enemy on the mainland of Europe. 

“On his Eastern front the enemy 
has given ground before the massive 
and unrelenting advance of the 

ussian armies, whose magnificent 
achievements we have watched with 
ever deepening admiration. 

“The captive people of Europe are 
everywhere preparing to throw off 
the yoke of the oppressor, and we 
shall continue to afford them such 
help and encouragement as lies in 
our power. 

“On the frontier of India and in 
the Pacific Japanese aggression has 
been halted, and the forces of the 
United Nations are now moving to 
the offensive. 

“ At sea my Navies and those of 
our Allies continue to maintain their 
mastery over the enemy, and impor- 
tant successes have been won in the 
struggle against the enemy's U-boats. 

“The Air Forces of the United 
Nations have maintained their 
ascendancy in all theatres of war, 
and have increased the weight of 
their blows at the enemy’s heart. 

“1 look forward to the day when 
we shall, with God's help, restore to 
all my peoples the blessing of peace 
and progress. 


SPLENDID COURAGE 


“These successful operations in all 
theatres of war have been sustained 
and supplied by the enduring efforts 
of the men and women working in 
the industries and services essential 
to the prosecution of the war—in 
the great manufacturing industries, 
in agriculture, in the mines and in 
transport by land and by sea. 

“For the third successive year, 
we have been blessed with a 
bounteous harvest. The splendid 
courage and determination of my

of the other island. Even super- 
ficial knowledge of this country’s 
nineteenth century history would 
have enabled John Bull to avoid 
many of the tragic blunders which 
culminated in violence and blood- 
shed not so long ago. From 
ignorance came a long series of 
grievous misunderstandings, and 
an inevitable parting of the 
political ways. Now there is 
cause to suspect that, so to speak, 
the boot is on the other foot—that 
the majority of Irishmen are in 
danger of cultivating new mis- 
understandings because they fail 
to apprehend, and to appreciate, 
‘the significance of recent develop- 
ments in the British body- 
politic. Even among those who 
have been driven to recognise the 
material advantages which flow 
from mutual good-will, there 
remains the lurking fear that 
Great Britain only awaits an 
opportunity to put her finger 
again into the Irish political pie. 
Such fears~arise, we are con- 
vinced, from failure to appreciate 
the profound changes which have 
taken place during recent years, 
not only in Britains party align- 
ments, but in her whole attitude 
to the outer world, Less than forty 
years ago British Governments were 
either Liberal or Conservative. 
The choice lay between Whigs and 
Tories, both of whom wore the 
blinkers of the Manchester school 
of economics. About twenty years 
ago, as the result of the social 
upheavals which followed the last 
world war, the British electors’ 
choice ceased to be between two 
parties who stood in different 
ways and degrees for class 
interests or personal privilege. 
With the emergence of the Labour 
Party, British citizens were called 
on to adjust their minds to a new 
outlook on social and economic 
problems both in domestic and 
international politics. Broadly, 
the result of these changes— 
though they were effected in full 
accord with John Bull’s instinct 
evolutionary, rather than 
revolutionary, progress—was_ to 
create a completely new centre of 
political gravity ; to open up new 
visions of social security, and te 
present all parties with the need 
to adapt their policies to new con- 
ceptions in the whole field of 
foreign, imperial, and domestic 
relations. These realignments of 
party interests have widened and 
deepened so sensibly during the 
past four years as to defeat the 
efforts of political prophets, even 


future of British party divisions. 
All that can be said is that the 
progressive wing of the Conserva- 
tive Party now advocates foreign 
and. domestic policies which even 
the Labour Party would have 
hesitated to profess twenty years 
ago, and that the days of 
class privilege and laissez-faire 
economics are things oí the past 
in political life across the Irish 
Sea. 

Our particular interest in these 
profound changes arises, naturally, 
not so much from their effects 
on the domestic future of 
Great Britain as from their 
inevitable reactions on her 
relationship with the outer world 
in general, and on the economic 
future of this island 
ticular, Few, as we think, can 
doubt that these reactions will be 
manifold, intimate and far- 
reaching. From the strictly 
economic point of view, there can 
be no question about the profound 
importance of British trade 
policy. Inevitably, the future of 
the Irish farmer will depend in a 
major degree on accessibility to 
British markets for livestock and 
other foodstuffs. Similarly inevit- 
able will be Ireland's need to 
import compensating products of 
British factories. Thus, whether 
willingly or of compulsion, the 
people of both countries will find 
themselves borne along in the same 
economic tide—as unchangeable as 
the flow of the Gulf Stream, and, 
let us hope, not less welcome in 
its warming and moderating 
influences. There is, of course, 
nothing novel in these reflections. 
They are accepted as the economic 
axioms of all our political parties. 
What remains in doubt is not the 
desirablo end, but the means to 
be employed for its achievement.

Turkey Quota 


A great battle for the very 
limited supply of Irish. turkeys 
which will be available has begun 
among the retailers here. How- 
ever individual retailers fare, it 
seems certain that only about one 
family in ten will be “lucky ” this 
year. Turkeys from orthern 
Ireland under a Ministry of Food 
Order are handled by groups of re- 
tail buyers and come under a diffe- 
rent system to that governing the 
distribution oí Eire turkeys. A 
minimum  figure—believed to be 
150—has been fixed of turkeys and 
chickens which small traders must 
have soli in 1938 and 1939 to 
qualify them to be allowed to 
handle a quota this Christmas. This 
has led to many complaints, and 
officials of the Ministry are now 
endeavouring to straighten’ the 
schéme out before allocations are 
made on December ist.

Tanning Industry 


A special investigation under 
Government auspices into the 
Argentinian tanning industry has 
been completed by three experts 
from the Armour Research Founda- 
tion of Chicago, who report that 
while there is no lack of sin “ 
regarding tanning in Argentina, the 
leather being produced is not of 
the best quality, due to inferior 
hid.s, production for cheap máf- 
kets, inadequate processing, 
the aigh tariff rates on certain 
materials needed by the industry. 
At present “cut throat ' competi- 
tion is the rule, and thé Commis- 
gion. insists on the immediate for- 
mation of.a strong “Tanners' Council 
to operate ‘‘fair trade practices ’’ 
on the same lines as the United 
Federation of Great 
Britain. Argentinian tanners are 
recommended to study the work of 
the United States Tanners’ Council 
Foundation Research Laboratory, 
headed by Dr. F. O'Flaherty, at 
the University of Cincinnati. 


Pockets 


One of the minor hardships 
attendant upon the ‘‘ emergency,” 
as far as I am concerned, is the 
sad way in which the quality of 
pockets nas deteriorated. [ am well 
aware that tailors no longer can 
afford to put their best material 
into such comparatively unimportant 
and completely unseen parts of the 
garment, but I do wish that some of 
them would try to do a little bit 
better than at present.

350 Y ears.of -Lynch- Justice 


The year 1943 should not pass 
‘without a reference to the 350th 


cident in Galway history. In 1495 
John Lynch Fitastephen, a wealthy 
merchant, was elected Mayor of 
Galway. His memory is mainly con- 
nected with an. engraved slab iu 
Market street; Galway, bearing the 
Lynchs’ arms and a skull and cross- 
bones—a monument erected by the 
citizens of Galway to commemorate 
“the stern and unbending justice ”’ 
of this Chief Magistrate, ‘who con- 
demned and executed his own guilty 
son, Walter, on this spot in 1493.” 

Lynch-law, however, does notrtake 
its name from John Lynch Fitz- 
stephen. In fact, it would berather 
unfair to associate a perverted form 


Galway magistrate. . American 
authors ascribe the origin of Lynch 
ing to Charles Lynch, a Justice of 
Peace in Virginia, who towards the 
close of the War of Independence 
greatly exceeded his powers in the 
punishment ‘of Loyalists.

Potatoes 


Not since the Famine times has 
the potato occupied such an impor- 
tant position in life as it does at 
present. Farmers, owing to increased 
tillage, are growing more than ever 
before, while the humble tuber is 
the only crop ‘which the allotment- 
holder can safely call his own—it 
being, apparently, beneath the 
notice of vegetable thieves. 

In his Finlay Lecture, Dr, R. N. 
Salaman, late Director of the Potato 
Virus Research Station at Cam- 
bridge University, gave an interest- 
ing account on the influence which 
the potato has had on Irish history. 
It appears that, while our soil and 
climate were admirably suitable for 
otato cultivation, the real reason 
or its rapid spread was actuall 
due to the prevailing custom o 
destroying crops during the wars of 
the 17th century. In 1623—atcord- 
ing to the record kept by Youghal 
Corporation—potatoes . were grown 
in sufficient quantities to merit 
special attention in the local market. 

y 1630 they were the staple food 
of the entire population of Ireland. 

When planning the future of Irish 
farming our agriculturalists should 
give particular consideration to the 
potato, which is by far our cheapest 
and most prolific crop, It has one 
of the best yields in food units per 
acre, and is the last line of defence 
in any war against starvation.
